AMUAL  FUR  CATCH  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 
Prepared  in  Fur  Resources,  Division  of  Wildlife  Research 

The  raw  fur  catch  in  the  United  States  for  the  season  1944-45  was  estimated 
to  be  worth  between  75  and  100  million  dollars.   The  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue 
collected  $68,614,902.08  in  taxes  on  sales  of  furs  and  fur-trimmed  apparel  sold 
at  retail  during  the  calendar  year  1944.  This  sum,  representing  a  10$  tax  up  to 
April  1  and  20$  for  the  balance  of  the  year,  indicates  that  the  retail  sales  of 
fur  apparel  during  the  year  1944  amounted  to  about  $426,280,793,  and  is  $13,000,000 
more  than  last  year. 

The  production  and  conservation  of  fur  animals  in  the  wild  during  the  past 
ten  years  has  not  only  kept  seme  of  our  finer  species  from  utter  extinction  but 
has  insured  a  continuing  supply.   It  is  difficult  to  understand  the  limited  ac- 
tive interest  on  the  part  of  the  fur  trade  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  protec- 
tion and  increase  of  fur  animals.  Here  is  an  industry  whose  very  existence 
depends  upon  a  natural  resource  over  which  it  cannot  exercise  any  direct  control. 
Yet  trappers,  country  collectors,  raw-fur  receiving  houses  and  other  branches  of 
the  fur  trade  y^ar  after  year  take  as  many  furs  as  they  can  possibly  get  with 
only  the  profit  motive  in  mind. 

The  future  necessarily  is  uncertain  and  surely  the  day  will  come  when  far- 
mers, land  owners,  trappers,  and  country  collectors  will  need  to  scratch  for  a 
living.  Within  the  next  year  thousands  of  trappers  may  return  to  the  marshes, 
fields,  and  woods.  They  should  not  be  permitted  to  clean  out  the  breeding  stock 
of  fur  animals  or  the  entire  crop  that  will  be  produced  during  the  next  breeding 
season.   It  might  not  be  necessary  in  all  States  to  shorten  prevailing  trapping 
seasons  although  in  some  instances  that  seems  necessary;  but  in  some  States  a  con- 
structive effort  might  well  be  made. to  set  aside  restricted  areas  as  preserves 
for  fur  animals  and  thereby  increase  the  production  and  build  up  this  natural 
resource.   This  would  not  only  serve  to  insure  a  constant  supply  of  furs  in  years 
to  come  but  would  also  provide  the  farmers  and  landowners  with  additional  revenue 
and  perpetuate  the  fur  trade/  Unless  we  can  produce  greater  quantities  of  furs 
in  this  country  much  of  the  trade  will  pass  into -the  hands  of  foreign  countries 
which  produce  large  quantities  of  furs  and  exercise  a  close  control  over  the  supp]y, 

Regulations  governing  the  trapping  of  fur  animals  are  made  by  the  individual 
States,  not  by  the  Federal  Government.   The  animals  should  be  taken  when  the  fur 
is  prime,  and  the  pelts  should  be  handled  with  care  so  that  the  trapper  will  re- 
ceive the  highest  market  price  for  them. 

Information  on  the  numbers  of  some  species  of  fur  animals  taken  annually  in 
the  United  States  and  the  places  where  trapped  is  meager.  Lack  of  complete  data 
in  this  conservation  field  prevents  a  good  estimate  of  the  annual  take  of  furs. 
Growing  popular  interest  in -the  conservation  of  wildlife  may  well  result  in  the 
restoration  of  fur  animals  to.  a  point  approaching  their  former  productivity.   It 
is  important  that  t  he  public  know  how  much  of  the  natural  wealth  in  furs  is  har- 
vested each  year,  for  it  is  only  through  the  assembling  of  such  data  that  the 
•annual  fur  take  can  be  so  rtgulated  as  to  insure  the  preservation' of  an  adequate 
breeding  stock. 


ALABAMA 

Alabama  does  not  require  reports  from  trappers  on  the  number  and  kinds  of  fur 
animals  taken  or  from  fur  dealers  on  the  number  and  kinds  of  furs  handled  and 
therefore,  could  not  furnish  information  en  the  fur  catch.   Trappers  are  required 
to  purchase  and  attach  metal  tags  to  all  furs  before  putting  them  on  the  market. 
Opossum,  skunk,  muskrat,  and  weasel  required  2fi   tags,  raccoon  and  mink  required 
15^  tags,  and  fox  and  otter  required  $1  tags.   In  1944,  2,809  fur  catcher's  li- 
censes were  sold  for  $2.50  each;  52,625  tags  at  2^  each;  42,524  tags  at  15^  each- 
and  1,126  tags  at  $1   each.
